Declares All He Got 


Was Sympathy.

[Chicago Tribune Press Service.] | 

Omaha, Neb., Sept. 18.—[Special.J— 
Al Smith tonight declared again for 
the essence of the McNary-Haugen 
bill in his speech before a tremendous 
audience in this city. 

But he did not come out specifically 
for the equalization fee, nor did he 
repadiate it. 

His new declaration, which the peo- 
ple of the plains all day awaited with 


teverish expectancy, does not differ | 


substantially from the views on farm 
relief which he gave in his speech ac- 
cepting the Democratic nomination 
for the presidency of the United 
States. 

Views More Glamorous. 

But now the expression of those 
views becomes more vivid, more ve- | 
hement and more glamorous, and his 
arra.gnment of Herbert Hoover’s agri- 


eultural policies and utterances, both | 


pre-war and present, is more con- 
temptuous and bitter. 


“Various people have attempted,” 


said Gov. Smith, as he forced vigor- 


ously into the last 250 words of this 
momentous speech, to misrepresent 
and confuse my attitude with respect 
to the McNary-Haugen bill.” . 

{Loud cheers, which the apeuker 
tried to still.] 

“I do not,” he continued, propose 
to ieave the slightest doubt in any- 
body s mind on that subject.” 

Does Not Reject Fee. 

Then this—the declaration upon 
which the nominee must stand or fall: 
“As I read the McNary-Haugen bill, 


its fundamental purpose is to establish | 


an effective control of the sale of ex- 
portable surplus with the cost imposed 
upon thé commodity benefited For 
that principle the Democratic platform 
squarely stands, and for that principle 
ft stand. Mr. Hoover stands squarely 


farmer could get the benefit of the 
tariff. What remains of the McNary 
Haugen bill is a “mere matter of 
method, and I do not limit myself to 
the exact mechanics and method em- 
bodied in that bill.” 
Calls It Clear Cut Issue. 

Gov. Smith told the people that 
he had given them “a clean cut 
issue,” for he said: 

“Here is a clean cut issue which 
the farmers and the voters of this 
country must decide. It remains but 
to work out the details by which this 
principle shall be put into effect, and 
I have pledged myself to name a non- 
partisan commission of farm leaders 
and students of the problem to work 
out these details. 

„I shall make that appointment, if 
I am elected, not when I take the 
oath of office as President, but im- 
mediately after election; and I pledge 
to the farmers and to the people of 
this country that no stone will be left 
unturned to give immediate and ade- 
quate farm relief, by legislation car- 
rying into practice this definite prin- 
ciple for which my party and I stand. 
This course alone gives promise of 
rescuing the farmers of this country 
from the complete ruin which threat- 
ens them today.” 


Codperatives Not Enough. 


Another key passage in the nomi- 


nee’s speech came toward the end of 
it, and it proved to be a passage 
which made his knowing listeners sus- 
that during all the weeks in 
.| which he had remained dumb on farm 
relief he did not so remain because 
farm relief was a subject on which 
he had no ideas to impart. In that 


passage he took up Herbert Hoover's | 


suggestion of aid to operatives, and 
he (Smith) said that he, too, had ideas 
about that and had encouraged such 
aid in New York state.

Sept. 5.—A. Frank Ranieri, sewer. 
contractor, the father of the boy, noti- 
fied the police that he was missing, not 
knowing at the time there had been 
a kidnaping. 


Sept. 6.—The father received a tele- 
phone call informing him that unless 3 
ransom of $60,000 was paid the child's 
life would be taken. 

Sept. 6 to 11.—Ranieri, fearing Mafia 
revenge if he asked police aid, trod 
through men whose names were given 
him by the kidnapers to make arrange 
ments for a smaller ransom. 5 


Sept. 12.—Despairing of getting the 


boy back, Ranieri laid his information

At Le 
Bourget an almost vertical descent 
was made from a height of several 
thousand feet and on the ground it 
ran only two or three yards before 
stopping. 

When taking off at Croydon the or- 
Cinary propeller first started turning, 


then the “windmill” began rotating. 


and the plane mounted at a slower 
speed and more vertical angle than is 
possible for an ordinary machine. 

The autogiro virtually takes care of 
itself once it is in the air and the 
pilot is free to concentrate on his 
course and the engine. From Paris 
the plane will be taken to Brussels, 
Amsterdam and Berlin. 

A company has been formed in Eng- 
land for the manufacture of autogiros 
and several have Uready been ordered 
by the royal air force.
